Parish attempting to protect archaeological findings, human remains

- SAN DIEGO — ‘‘The parish of 
Mission San Diego de Alcala has made 
every effort to comply with all the 
requirements of the City of San Diego in 
reference to the building of a liturgical 
and pastoral center’’ on its historic 
grounds, Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, pastor, 
told Southern Cross July 11. 

‘‘We’re anxious to respect the remains 
buried on the site, of (soldiers), civilians, 
including Native Americans, and 
clergy,’’ said the pastor of California’s 
first mission, established in 1769 on 
Presidio Hill by Blessed Junipero Serra 
and moved to its current location in 
Mission Valley in 1774. — 


Msgr. Eagen spoke with Southern Cross 


the day after an unsuccessful attempt by a 
City Council member and various Indian 
groups to get the council to urge the 
church to stop the project after 
archaeologists, preparing the site for 
construction, discovered architectual 
ruins and human remains. 

The council voted to discuss the matter 
in an executive session July 11, since the 
mission already has a valid building 
permit. Mayor Maureen O’Connor said 
this action would also allow time to 
further study the situation before a public 
hearing is set at a future council meeting. 

‘‘We have met with various Indian 
groups, their leaders and representatives, 
to be informed of their desires’’ in this 
matter, Msgr. Eagen said July 11. 

‘‘We’re attempting to cover the site 
that has been opened for over 20 years 


with a loose dirt fill to immediately 
protect and preserve the archaeological 
findings and, most especially, the human 
remains,’’ Msgr. Eagen said. 

The missions’ annual festival of the 
bells, which celebrates its founding and 
which draws large crowds, will be held 
July 14-16. 

With new housing developments in the 
area, the mission has grown to 1,750 
families. The church only seats some 300 
persons. The parish celebrates an 
unusually large number of weekend 
Masses — seven on Sunday and one 
Saturday evening — to accommodate the 
crowds. 

The proposed pastoral and liturgical 
center would be used for educational 
programs, counseling and various 


liturgical ceremonies, including Sunday __ 


Masses. 

“‘The proposed center follows the 
footprint of an earlier building of about 
the same size on that site in the 1830s,”’ 
Msgr. Eagen said. 

Subsequently an Indian boys’ school 
was built on the site, he said. And when 
he arrived as pastor of the mission in 
1971, chicken coops and a caretakers’ 
house occupied the site, Msgr. Eagen 
recalled. 

He related that the city’s Historical Site 
Board (in 1980) approved the mission’s 
initial request for the center. __ a 

‘‘Later, upon the pretext of a clerical 
error, the board revoked its approval. 
Our attorney appealed to the city 
attorney’s office. We signed an 
agreement, but the city never did sign it.

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-'- Speakers explore moral challenges

ALCALA PARK — As part of its 
national convention held June 30-July 2 
at the University of San Diego, Kappa 
Gamma Pi, a national Catholic college 
graduate honor society, hosted a speakers 


forum July 1 focusing. on ‘‘Moral 
Challenges of the 1990s.”’ 
“USD faculty’ members. Kathleen 


Dugan, Ph.D., professor of religious 
studies, and Robert Infantino, Ph.D., 
associate professor of education, 
addressed the moral and ethical questions 
which arise in the field of education and 
in daily life. 

Infantino began by stating that the 
purpose of American schools was twofold: 
“to teach content and to train kids to be 
good citizens.” 

But, he noted, as religious schools 
developed, ethical training and character 
formation became less important in 
public schools. 

Within the past 15 years, there has 
been increased public pressure to ‘“get 
schools back on track,’’ by way of the re- 
introduction of moral development and 
value clarification programs, he 
explained. 

Infantino cited excerpts from the 
United States Catholic Conference 
statement on moral education in the 
public schools, which stresses the idea that 
‘‘a renewed shared moral vision within 
the public schools is possible.”’ 

The document deals with such issues as 
teachers as ‘‘transmitters of cultural 
legacy and heritage,’’ school communities

. viewed as ‘‘moral communities,’’ and 


peer pressure as a ‘‘support in the pursuit 
of moral excellence.” 

In her opening address, Dugan 
addressed the following question: ‘‘What 
are the limits of moral theology-today and 
how does the Christian find ‘a vision for 
hope and courage?”’ ae 

She answered this question by stating 


that ‘‘we must find a wisdom to match’ 


our science.”’ 
With the development of technology, 
principle questions of ethics — ‘‘Who am 


Dr. Kathleen Dugan ; 


I?” and “‘What is the good life?” — 


become more complex, she said. 

“‘We must look at the kinds of goods 
that are being produced and at what kind 
of person we are trying:to evolve. We 
must recognize the need for an ethic that 
supports 
Dugan stated. 


Developmental ethics stresses the: need 


to transform -social structure, . she 

explained. ‘‘It is concerned with creating 

new possibilities.’’ : 
Developmental ethics also tries to 


‘planetary consciousness; 


and guides development,”’ : 


promote values, recognizes the primacy 
of needs over wants, recognizes the 
obligation of favored nations to practice 
effective solidarity, and that the demands 
of justice must be seen as institutional and 
structural, she continued. 

Addressing part two of her original - 
statement, Dugan again asked what 
visions of hope are available. . She 
answered this by quoting Karl Rahner, 
noted theologian, who suggested that ‘‘we 
are transcendent’’ and ‘‘are marked by 
amazing freedom, free in knowledge and 
action.”’ 

Dugan noted that Rahner also said it is 
part of ‘‘our responsibility to build the 
kingdom of God.”’ 

While spreading the word of God, 
Dugan suggested listening to the 
questions raised by people one comes in 
contact with. 

Referring to Robert Muller who held 
various posts at the United Nations for 30 
years, she noted that the tasks of global 


"spirituality are: building bridges between 


countries and nations; developing 
nurturing 
sentiments of love, compassion and hope; 
and‘revising education so that youth can 
be taught that ‘‘we are part of one global 
family.’”’ 
Later that day, panel discussions on 


different ethical dilemmas enabled Kappa 


Gamma Pi members to ask questions 
relating to. the’ fields of business and 


industry and:science and medicine.

Court ruling on abortion will not affect state law

- While the U.S. Supreme Court in its 
ruling in the landmark Webster case 
opened the way for states to limit access to 
abortion, it did not change the law in 
California. The ruling will not have an 
immediate effect because the state’s 1967 
abortion law — supported by a 1972 
privacy amendment to the California 
Constitution and several state Supreme 


Court decisions — gives women an 
unrestricted right to terminate 
pregnancies. 


To measure the possible impact of the 
Webster decision, it is crucial to examine 
the evolution of abortion law in 
California, especially the key abortion- 
related court decisions of the past two 
decades. 

For more than 100 years, state law 
prohibited an abortion unless a physician 
determined it was necessary to save the 
mother’s life. In 1969, the California 


Supreme Court overturned this law in 
People vs. Belous. The court found that a 
combination of federal and state privacy 
rights was sufficient to ensure access to 
range of 


abortions in a wide

circumstances. In the first such ruling 
nationwide, the court recognized that a 
woman possessed the constitutional right 
“‘to life and to choose whether to bear 
children.”’ 

In the same ruling, the court 
specifically rejected the argument that the 
state had a compelling interest in the 
“embryo and fetus’’ which was equal to 
or greater than the mother’s right to 
choice. The court stated, ‘‘the law has 
always recognized that the pregnant 
woman’s right to life takes precedence 
over any interest the state may have in the 
unborn.’’ Whether this right is 
unconditional is the central question in 
abortion decisions. 

Another significant ruling followed in 
1972, when the state’s high court, in 
People vs. Barksdale, overturned nearly 
all of the provisions of the Legislature’s 
1967 Therapeutic Abortion Act. 

The therapeutic abortion law permitted 
an abortion by a physician in an 
accredited hopital only if continuing the 
pregnancy would ‘“‘gravely impair the 
physical or mental health of the mother,”’ 
or when it had resulted from rape or 
incest. The law also prohibited abortion 
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after the 20th week of pregnancy. 

The only remaining constitutional 
regulation of abortion after Barksdale is 
the requirement that the abortion be 
performed by a licensed physician in an 
accredited hopital. Since the Legislature 
has not acted to amend the therapeutic 
abortion law during the past 17 years, 
California’s current abortion law is the 
creation of the court’s determination in 
Barksdale, as’-well as Roe vs. Wade and 
subsequent abortion cases. : 

Because of the state Supreme Court’s 
rulings in 1969 and 1972, the legal effect 
of U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling in 1973 
in Roe vs. Wade, rendering every state’s 
anti-abortion laws unconstitutional, was 
less dramatic in California than in other 
states. Most observers now maintain that 
abortion ‘‘on request’’ has effectively 
been practiced in California since the

It could be a wonderful 
experience. 

We don’t need to be:afraid of the ‘‘cosmic Christ.’’ It 
simply means that Jesus of Nazareth is also, truly God 
and thus the Creator of the cosmos where we live and 
have our being, as well as of the unfathomable universe 
beyond. 

The writer of the prefabe to this little book puts it well: 
“‘Pere Teilhard was far from being a pantheist; but he 
saw God, the.First Cause; present everywhere, and 
filled as he was with reverence for the material world, he 
lived always in direct awareness of the spiritual ... and 
his humility is the pledge of the greatness of his love.’’ 

I am not saying everything Father Teilhard wrote is 
gospel, but theology like culture evolves. Even St. 
Thomas Aquinus, like all of us, made mistakes!

Indeed, one who served himself rather 
than God well into adulthood. The book is a para- 
phrased version of the autobiographical ‘‘Confessions’’ 
by St. Augustine. 

In his.autobiography, St. Augustine describes his life 
as characterized by moral struggles. In fact, he struggled 
with the same things that torment us today — 
materialism, illicit sexual pleasure, pride. 

But St. Augustine was driven by another equally 
powerful force, the desire to understand the nature of 
God and how God relates to the world around us. 
Augustine’s need to know was all-consuming. Thus, his 
search for wisdom and truth was ongoing. 

St. Augustine spent his adult life elevating common 
life experiences into philosophical discussions and 
theological explanations. He observed the people and 
events in the world and asked questions like ‘‘Why do 
we sin?’’, ‘‘Why do we cry at the death of a close 
friend?’’, ‘‘How could God apparently turn a deaf ear to 
a mother’s prayer?’’ and many more. These questions 
created a battleground in his mind where intellectual 
and moral forces were pulling at each other. He was 
neither a confident saint nor a satisfied sinner. 
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— a lot like us 


But the light began to dawn when St. Augustine 
accepted the fact that the truth can only be found 
centered around Jesus Christ. The intellectual mind that 
God gave Augustine was finally being used to explore 
God’s mysteries, and enlighten the rest of us. He 


explored the meaning of ‘ 


eternity, what God is like, ‘‘seeing’’ 
understanding God’s presence, and more. 


St. Augustine became a priest, bishop, theological 
scholar, and teacher. Today, he is recognized as one of 


the church’s major influential thinkers. 
What strikes me about this man’s life, 


saints. 


He spent his life seeking answers and pursuing the 
truth about our faith and the moral issues we all face. As 
a result, he advanced our understanding of God and 
helped define the church. Whether or not we have 
Augustine’s intellect, we can all grow intellectually, like 


he did. 


We can bring ourselves closer to the truth by reading 
the Bible and Catholic literature. We can keep in mind 
that, although we’ll never fully understand God, if we 


get to know him better, we can serve him better.

Adolescent sexual violence 


Time magazine recently concluded an article on teen- 
agers and sexual crimes in its issue of June 5 by stating: 
“Tf young people do not have a feeling of connectedness 
with other human beings and if they have no empathy, 
guilt, shame or sense of responsibility, then ultimately 
the value of human life will be lost.’’ 

Recently, examples across the country demonstrate 
that in some cases teen-agers have lost a sense of 
‘‘connectedness.”’ 

Five months ago in South Carolina, e.g., two young 
teen-agers were’charged with raping an 11-year-old girl 
in school. 

The Time article indicated that ‘‘... many experts 
(maintain that) the offending youth most often acts 
alone, is a respectable member of the community and 
knows the victim.”’ 


Experts also indicate that while it is a truism that rape’ 


is an act of violence, sexual gratification is also a factor 
in attacks by adolescents. The teen-age years are, after 


all, ones of intense sexual stirrings and strong aggressive - 


impulses. All of this data leads to certain important and 
critical moral observations: 
Young people learn about sexuality by watching and 


observing their parents. In this regard, one researcher 


reflects, ‘‘Unfortunately, all too often, rather than 
kissing the wife, the husband yells at her.’’ 

In addition, observes the researcher, teachers too 
often give teen-agers the facts of sexuality, but do not 
also teach an authentic moral context for these facts. 


These data point out once again the absolute and 


‘irreplaceable significance of both the home and the 


classroom for imparting clear, wholesome and accurate 
experience and information about an eee 
context/morality for sexuality. 

Another researcher has pointed out That “The first 
sexual experience for many boys is at a slasher movie.’ 

Some teen-agers today attend ‘‘gross-out’’ 
gatherings, where the entertainment is rented ‘‘slasher’’ 
films that erotically copies the torture, rape and murder 
of women. 


We are all too aware of the lyrics of certain 


contemporary rock music and the 


subjugation. 


As Time points out, ‘‘The result of the media barrage 
is adolescent males who are desensitized to women’s 


pain and suffering.”’ 


Parents and teachers, then, are doing young people a 
terrible and fearful disservice by not condemning such 
lewd and perverse music, and 


““gross-out’’ parties, 
media exploitation of the dignity of human persons. 


_ ‘The church’s teaching on human sexuality must be 
_ carefully. translated and made understandable to the 


adolescent. 


The church teaches, and wisely, that 


but the gift of minds and hearts. as well, i.e., 
two persons in true and authentic love. 


To engage in sexual activity in a promiscuous, violent 


or casual manner means to.act in a way which makes use 
of one’s body without the gift of one’s mind and heart, 
which is critical in true love. 

When such action occurs, the person is in fact ‘‘split 
in two,’’ and one’s body becomes totally separated from 
one’s mind/heart. In such cases, sexuality translates into 
mere self-seeking. To love and to be loved is in reality to 


respect the dignity of one’s own sexuality and that of 


others. 


If our own love is to be self-giving and also life-giving, 
~ it.will also demand of us the discipline of sacrifice in the 
interest of achieving authentic happiness and 


fulfillment.

EL CAJON — Mary Mohrmann, who 
has traveled to some 20 countries, will 
soon begin a journey to a different type of 
destination — Papua New Guinea where 
she will serve as a lay missionary for two 
years. 

The parishioner of St. Kieran Church 
will volunteer on this island north of 
Australia as a medical secretary with the 
Los Angeles-based Lay Mission-Helpers 
Association. 

This group has sent more than 600 lay 
people to missions in Africa, Papua New 
Guinea, Micronesia, Thailand and Latin 
American. It presently has some 50 
members assigned overseas. 

Mohrmann will work as a medical 
secretary in a clinic operated by the 
Sacred Heart Sisters in the island Diocese 
of Kavieng. 

Travel is nothing new to the 55-year- 
old divorced mother of four children. Her 
30-year stint as a secretary in the U.S. 
Foreign Service took her to countries in 
South America, Europe, Asia, Australia 
and the Mid-East. 

Mohrmann traced her interest in 
missionary work to some of her 
assignments with the U.S. Agency for 
International Development where she was 
greeted. with widespread hunger and

SAN DIEGO — For the past nine 
months, Vaclav Bouska, a 64-year-old 
native of Czechoslovakia, has been 
cycling through San Diego, searching for 
his son, who, for unexplained reasons, 
has not informed his family of his 
whereabouts. 

Time is running out for Bouska who 
must return to Czechoslavakia Sept. 1, 
when his visa expires, to rejoin his wife in 
Brno, the nation’s second largest city. 

A tall, thin retired manufacturing 


consultant with an arthritic hip and 
intense blue eyes, he has combed San 
Diego following leads and just otherwise 
looking for, 33-year-old Peter Francis 
Bouska, whom he fears might be living on 
the streets.

squalor. 

In Cairo, Egypt, 14 million people 
were crammed into a city built for 2 or 3 
million, she said, describing people there 
‘living on rooftops and in a cemetery 
called the City of the Dead.’’ She was 
stationed- in Egypt from 1982-86. 


She said her mission-mindedness and 

motivation ‘‘to help people less fortunate 
than we were’’ began while attending 
Catholic schools in Norfolk, Va. 
- Some of the missionaries’ ‘‘stories 
would make you cry,”’ she said, recalling 
one about Koreans eating the bark of 
trees for food. 

Mohrmann believes Mother Teresa 
embodies ‘‘the qualities a missionary 
strives for.’’ She met the renowned 
founder of the Missionaries of Charity at 
Our Lady of Grace Church, El] Cajon, in 
the 1970s and at North Yemen in 1981. 


After hearing about the Lay Mission- 
Helpers Association from a neighbor who 
had attended its classes in 1985, 
Mohrmann steered her next course in this 
direction. 

She was accepted into the association in 
1987, following a psychological test and 
interview. 

The past school year she attended 
classes three times a week in theology, 
Scripture, missiology and Catholic social 
doctrine — sessions she said deepened her 


Bouska contacted Catholic Charities 
(formerly Catholic Community Services) 
to help find his son. 

Father William Ortmann, Catholic 
Charities parish liaison, obtained a 
bicycle for Bouska, and the agency’s 
Refugee Resettlement Office obtained 
housing for him at the Intersection 
House, an interfaith community at San 
Diego State University campus. 

Bouska attends Mass regularly at St. 
Joseph Cathedral downtown, adjacent to 
Catholic Charities. 

This agency has sought publicity 
through the news media of Bouska’s 
search for his son as a way of generating 
leads. 


The elder Bouska spends his days 


cycling around San Diego, stopping by 
libraries, post offices, thrift stores, 


downtown hotels and homeless shelters,

‘*At that time, Peter told me he didn’t 
want to see me but asked for his mother,’’

heard from him again at Easter this year

enrollment ceremony for new lay mission- 
helpers held May 20 at St. Vibiana 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, from the late

“‘The church asks all of us to be 
missionaries by living our faith. You 
don’t have to go overseas to be a 
missionary,’? Mohrmann said, adding 
her volunteer labor in Papua New Guinea 
will witness her faith. 


Mohrmann’s food, housing and 
medical care will be furnished, and she 
will receive a small stipend, according to 
the mission-helpers association. 


She said she expects to live with three 
other women in a modest apartment. 

She spoke casually about the 
prevalence of malaria in New Guinea. 
‘*You could get just as serious an illness 
here,’’ she said. 


However, Mohrmann expressed some 
apprehension about the next leg of her 


cosmopolitan career — becoming 
acclimated to the equatorial region, 
learning the New Guinea Pidgin 


language and living under this country’s 
without the ‘‘benefits and 
amenities’? she enjoyed as a U.S. 
government employee. 


But these concerns do not dampen the 
excitement offered by meeting new people 
in a new culture. ‘‘Maybe there’s some 
gypsy blood in me,”’ she said.

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Parish 
surveys 
its needs

LA JOLLA — After two years of 
research, planning, phone-calling and 
implementation, the results of a compre- 
hensive All Hallows parish survey — part 
of an extensive evangelization program 
— are available, which will enable the 
parish to meet the real needs of its 
parishioners and make better use of their 
talents. 

The survey found that there are 7,000 
households within the parish boundaries. 
Of those households, 700 are Catholic 
and some 500 of those families attend All 
Hallows Church. 

John Steibel, a parish council 
representative formerly responsible for 
evangelization, said the survey 
information will assist in the planning and 
creation of parish programs, identify 
available resources as well as people and 
their skills, and enhance the quality of 
life, especially from a spiritual standpoint. 

Steibel also noted that the survey 
uncovered various needs of the people in 
the La Jolla community, some of which 
were lack of transportation, financial 
difficulty and a need for counseling. 

In response to these findings, 15 
neighborhood groups will be formed to 
act as a support group for those Catholic 
families within the neighborhood 
boundaries. (The 15 districts had already 
been identified and established by the 
volunteers conducting the survey.) 

The volunteers, led by Sister Isabel 
Jordan, an Adrian Dominican, and 
Sisters Evelyn Marchaud and Vera Marie

Braud, Eucharistic Missionaries of St. 
Dominic, went door-to-door in each of 
these areas, handing out the survey. 

Sister Marchaud and Sister Braud have 
also completed parish censuses for St. 
Gabriel and St. Michael churches in 
Poway, and St. Mary Magdalene 
Church, Bay Park. In September, they 
will begin a census for St. John Church, 
Encinitas. 

‘“‘We found the community to be 
extremely receptive,’ said Steibel,

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High court

WASHINGTON — Catholic officials 


‘have criticized two Supreme Court 


decisions that execution of mentally 
retarded and juvenile murderers is not 
“cruel and unusual punishment’’ and 
therefore is permissible. 

The Supreme Court, ina 5-4 ruling June 
26, affirmed death sentences against a 
Kentucky man convicted of a murder 
committed at age 17 and a Missouri man 
found guilty of a murder committed at age 
16. 

In another 5-4 decision the same day, the 
court said that, in principle, execution of 
the mentally retarded also is permissible. 
However, it sent a Texas retarded man’s 
case back to the lower courts for further 
consideration of such points as the 
defendant’s retardation serving as a 
mitigating factor. 

“‘T am disappointed and saddened by the 
Supreme Court ruling today which 
upholds the death penalty for minors,’’ said 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, 
chairman of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities. 

““Moreover, I am firmly convinced that 
the court ... should have invalidated the 
death penalty for the mentally retarded,’ 
the cardinal said. 

In the opinion for the majority in the 
juvenile death penalty case, Justice 
Antonin Scalia wrote that ‘‘we discern 
neither a historical nor a modern societal 
consensus forbidding the imposition of 
capital punishment on any person who 
murdersat 16 or 17 yearsofage.”’ 

The Kentucky and Missouri state 
supreme courts had previously upheld the 
death sentences against Kevin Stanford, 
now 25, and Heath Wilkins, now 20, in 
Stanford vs. Kentucky and Wilkins vs. 
Missouri. 

Ruling in the Texas case, the court said 
that ‘‘at present, there is insufficient 
evidence of a national consensus against 
executing mentally retarded people 
convicted of capital offenses for us to 
conclude that it is categorically prohibited 
by the Eighth Amendment.”’ 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor, who was joined in 
that assessment by Chief Justice William 
H. Rehnquist and Justices Byron R. 
White, Scaliaand Anthony M. Kennedy.

Bush hears about life 
on streets from youth 
NEW YORK — President Bush heard 


’ firsthand about life on the streets from 10 


youths served by the Covenant House 
ministries of Franciscan Father Bruce 
Ritter at a meeting June 22 in New York. 

The president was accompanied by his 
wife, Barbara, White House Chief of Staff 
John H. Sununu and others. 

““We talked to the president about the 
American street kids,’’ Father Ritter said, 
“‘and why there are street kids, and who 
they are, and the services they need and 
how good and brave they are. The main 
thing wrong is that they don’t belong to 
anybody.”’ 

Then he told the president about their 
needs for housing, medical care and 
education. ‘“The last thing we talked 
about,’’ he said, ‘‘was that almost all of 
them are victims of drug and alcohol abuse, 
and that there is an urgent, urgent need for 
treatment.”’ 

Father Ritter said the president and Mrs. 
Bush then talked with five young men and 
five young women from different ethnic 
backgrounds. 

Some were participants in the New York 
program, and others came from Covenant 
House programs in Houston, New Orleans 
and Fort Lauderdale, Fla., ‘‘because we 
didn’t want to give the impression that this 
is just a New York phenomenon,’’ the 
priest said. 

Two of the young women had babies, he 
said, and Mrs. Bush held one of the babies 
while she and the president asked questions 
and listened to what became an ‘‘animate’’ 
discussion after some initial shyness. 
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“I suspect millions more people will 
become aware of street kids and become 
more sensitive because of the Bushes’ 
visit,’’ he said. ‘‘Over time the ripple effect 
will be enormous.’’ 


Priest joins in war 
on drugs, gets arrested 


WASHINGTON — Father George E. 
Clements, the Chicago priest who has three 
adopted sons, was arrested June 20 after he 
broke down the door of a drug 
paraphernalia warehouse. 

Father Clements, pastor of Holy Angels 
Church, one of the country’s largest black 
Catholic parishes, also was slightly injured 
in the incident because a window on the 
door broke and the glass cut his hand. He 
was taken to a Chicago hospital where he 
received several stitches. 

“‘We want to stop drug paraphernalia 
from flowing into our community,”’ he told 
Catholic News Service later. 

Father Clements, 57, was arrested on 
misdemeanor charges of criminal damage 
to property and criminal trespassing for 
breaking down the door to the Good Deal 
One Stop Distributing Co., a novelty 
wholesaler, Chicago police said. 
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Court rules against 


some religious displays 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court in a 5-4 vote ruled July 3 that some 
government-sponsored religious displays 
are permissible if they do not have ‘‘the 
effect of promoting or endorsing religious 
beliefs,’’ but said a nativity scene inside a 
courthouse violated that principle. 

In the same case the justices voted 
unanimously that a Hanukkah menorah 
placed outside a Pennsylvania city-county 
building did not appear to endorse Judaism 
because of its ‘‘particular physical 
setting.” 

The rulings came in the case of the 
County of Allegheny vs. American Civil 
Liberties Union over whether Pittsburgh- 
area officials could place a Christmas © 
nativity scene and a Jewish menorahatorin 
government buildings. 

The lawsuit was brought against the city 
and the county by a local chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

The Christmas nativity scene, or creche, 
had been placed inside the Allegheny 
County Courthouse in Pittsburgh, while 
the Hanukkah menorah, or candelabra, 
was installed outside the nearby 
Pittsburgh-Allegheny city-county 
building. 

Both symbols were accompanied by 
other decorations, suchasaChristmastree, 
poinsettias and wreaths. 

By a 5-4 vote the court said displaying a 
Christmas nativity scene inside the 
courthouse in Pittsburgh violated the 
constitutionally required separation of 
church and state because it appeared to 
endorse Christian principles.

VATICAN — (Calling. indigenous 
clergy the ‘“‘hope of the missionary 
church,’’ Pope John Paul II, in a recent 
message, commended the Society of St. 
Peter Apostle for having ‘‘contributed 
greatly to the growth of local clergy.’’

SAN DIEGO — Local black leaders agree with 
Father George Stallings’ charge of racism in the 
Catholic Church but reject the solution he sought in 
forming his own congregation. 

Father Stallings, former director of evangelization for 
the Archdiocese of Washington, celebrated his first 
liturgy as head of the Imani Temple African-American 
Catholic Congregation July 2. The event, held in the 
Howard University Law School chapel, reportedly drew 
more than 1,000 people. 

The following day Cardinal James A. Hickey of 
Washington suspended Father Stallings from his priestly 
duties. The cardinal had previously urged the black 
priest ‘‘not to separate himself from the church, but to 
continue our dialogue,’’ pray and reflect on “‘his 
relationship with the church.”’ 

Father Stallings said in a June 21 press conference he 
was not trying to create a split within the U.S. church, 
which, he said, is already split by racism. 


Auxiliary Bishop Carl Fisher of Los Angeles, one of + 


the 13 U.S. black bishops, told Southern Cross that Father 
Stallings ‘‘is seeking to cover his act of disobedience to 
Cardinal Hickey ‘‘under the cloak of racism. ... He is 
not accepting the hierarchical church established by 
Jesus. 

‘As long as we’re human beings, we will have racism 
in the church,’’ Bishop Fisher said. ‘‘The church is no 
more responsible for hypocrites in its pews than a 
hospital is for sick persons in its wards.’ 

Deacon Marvin Threatt of Christ the King Church, 
San Diego, and chairman of the diocesan black Catholic 
commission, agrees with Father Stallings that the 
Catholic Church is split by racism, which he said is 


present in all elements of society. However, racism in’ 


the church can be combatted only by working within the 
church, not by leaving it, he said. 

He predicted that within the next 25 years racism will 
be a ‘‘minimal concern’’ in the church, noting the 
progress made during the last two decades. 

Father T.J. Jennings, associate pastor of Our Lady of 
Angels Church, San Diego, who was ordained a ee 
ago, said he ‘‘has felt warmly accepted and welcome’’ 
the church, but acknowledged that black priests in 
others parts of the United States have experienced 
racism from some pastors and parishioners. 

John Chung, parishioner of St. Rita Church, San 
Diego, and member of the San Diego Diocesan 
Commission for Black Catholics, said racism in the 
church is evidenced in many people’s ‘‘attitudes and 
derogatory remarks about blacks. White Catholics 
move out of parishes when blacks move in.”’ 

However, most of those interviewed said the U.S. 
Catholic Church has made notable strides toward the 
goal of full inclusion of blacks in the church.

U.S. bishops have called on all Catholics to rid 


themselves of the sin of racism in their 1979 pastoral, 
‘‘Brothers and Sisters to’ Us,’’ Bishop Fisher said. 

These bishops also ‘‘enthusiastically accepted a 
document endorsing the ‘“‘National Black Catholic 
Pastoral Plan’’ at their June 16-19 meeting in South 
Orange, N.J., he added. 

Deacon Threatt explained that this plan calls for 
evangelization of blacks and shows they ‘‘have a home 
in the church.”’ 

Bishop Fisher said, ‘“The Catholic Church loudly and 

clearly has called for black Catholics to share their gifts 
and talents with the whole church. He recalled Pope 
John Paul II’s exhortation to blacks in New Orleans 
during his 1987 visit to the United States: “‘ “You need 
the church and the church needs you.’ ”’ 
’ Deacon Threatt said the elevation of Archbishop 
Eugene A. Marino of Atlanta and the ordination over 
the years of the other 12 black bishops in the United 
States ‘‘indicates we are moving toward inclusion.”’ 

Father Jennings said ‘“‘the church has done a lot to 
include black culture in liturgy’’ but not all blacks prefer 


reject his separation from the Catholic Church on the 
grounds that the U.S. church is spilt by racism. 


the same style of worship. 

Chung said the church has not met the liturgical needs 
of blacks, citing some priests’ refusal to permit the use of 
spirituals for music at Mass. 

‘“‘There are black commissions in almost every 
diocese’’ in the country, Father Jennings said, by which 
blacks can discuss problems with their pastors and 
bishops. 

The 12-member San Diego Commission for Black 
Catholics develops strategies to evangelize the black 


community and attempts to address its concerns, Chung ~ 


said. 

Blacks should inform ‘‘the hierarchy of our needs and 
become more visible’? through membership on parish 
councils and other church groups, he added. 

The respondents doubt that Father Stallings will 
attract. a large following of black Catholics. 

Deacon Threatt said a large number of ‘‘disenfran- 
chised’’ blacks will initially follow Father Stallings, but 
“in the long term most black Catholics will stay in 


_communion with the universal church.’’

maximum $1,000 fine and a year’s 
custody for those convicted of resisting 
arrest. 

Sullivan said Operation Rescue 
encourages its participants who are 
arrested to plead ‘‘not guilty’’ and refuse 


to pay fines. 

She believes the July 3 Supreme Court 
ruling which upheld Missouri abortion 
restrictions stating that life begins at 
conception ‘‘will influence judges here.”’ 

Penalties do not deter ‘‘rescuers”’ of the 
unborn from future trespassing activities. 

Bob Warner of Our Mother of 
Confidence parish said he will probably 
continue blocking entrances of clinics 
‘until they stop the abortions’’ being 
performed there. 

Anthony, who practices law with a Los 
Angeles firm, is. volunteering his legal 
services to the defendants on a ‘‘pro 
bono’’ (for the public good) basis. 

This service is ‘‘an excellent 


opportunity to be. true to my faith. 


convictions,’’ he said. ‘‘I hear voices of 
the unborn children and of those involved 
in rescue activities. I’m in this for life — 
for my life as long as I’m needed. ... I will 
continue to represent the litigants who 
save lives of the unborn.’’
